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The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In paragraph [0032], 
line 11, "19" should be changed to —10—, and in paragraph [0034], line 9, "29" should be 
changed to —19—. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "positive and/or frictional fit" of 
the sealing cap "directly to the outer ring" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for the sealing cap fixed indirectly to the outer ring of the antifriction 
bearing, does not reasonably provide enablement for the sealing cap fixed directly to the outer 
ring of the antifriction bearing. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate 
in scope with these claims. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the components" in line 1 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is vague and unclear which of the previously 
listed elements of the claim correspond to "the components". 

Claims 1-18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st and 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
